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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

a. In Figure 1 , valve 31 as illustrated does not convey flow (the ports allowing 
passage on the valve do not align with another line for outflow as illustrated). 

b. Also in Figure 1 there should be arrows on the lines to and from parts 7, 
69-71, 6, 8, 3, and 60-63 showing direction of flow of fluid or information. 
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Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because on page 12, line 9, "a" 
should precede "relatively". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Regarding the last two lines of claim 1 , it is not clear from the specification and drawings 
how the change-over device is piloted with compressed air of the suspension system 
(this may be unclear because of the illustration of valve 31 above, where the valve 31 
only seems to vent air). Similarly, in claim 7 it is not clear how pilot pressure for the 
change-over valve device is drawn from the outlet side of the compressed air delivery 
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device. In claim 8, it is not clear how pilot pressure is vented to the atmosphere when 
the changeover device is switched between first and second valve positions from Figure 
1. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 9 would not appear to be accurate in reciting that there is a check valve 
bypassing the compressed air delivery device connected to ports of the changeover 
device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
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under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 1 and 6-8 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Behmenburg et al US006685174B2 in view of German 
Published Application 19713313 (both cited by applicant). 

Behmenburg et al discloses a suspension system for a vehicle comprising 
accumulator 4, compressed air delivery device 6, bellows 2a-2d and changeover device 
14, 18. In a first position accumulator 4 is placed in communication with the suction 
side of pump 6 while the outlet port of pump 6 is placed in communication with bellows 
2a. In a second position of the changeover device, the bellows 2a is placed in 
communication with the suction port of the pump and the outlet port of the pump is 
placed in communication with the accumulator 4 (abstract). As the changeover device 
being piloted by compressed air is not disclosed in an enabling manner, Behmenburg et 
al meets the positive limitations of the claims except for the changeover valve device 
being electrically actuatable. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to modify Behmenburg et al to include an 
electrical valve as taught by German '313 in order to conventionally activate the valve 
when desired (claim 1). In the combination German '313 teaches at least one 
electromagnet 15, 27 in the valve (claim 6). As the recitations about the pilot pressure 
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in claims 7 and 8 are indefinite from the disclosure, the combination of references meets 
the positive limitations of the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 2-5 and 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
